ow often do you stop to think of 
H what your Chicago Dental Soci-

DENTISTS’ SUPPLY COMPANY 
INSURED DENTAL HEALTH CARE 
PLAN PROVES SUCCESSFUL 


Mr. Henry Thornton, President of the 
Dentists’ Supply Company, made public 
the results of two years’ experience with 
the first insured comprehensive dental 
health care plan in the United States. 
The program was instituted in 1959 with 
the Continental Casualty Company of 
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Chicago as the underwriter to provide 
complete dental health care for the 2,300 
employees and their dependents. . - 

Mr. Thornton stated that the plan has 
been a complete success and had accom- 
plished its objective as a pilot program 
to provide a basis for such a program on 
a national scale. He was especially pleased 
with its healthy growth and ready accept- 
ance by employees as well as by the pro- 
fession. In York County, where most of 
the employees reside, 92 per cent of the 
dentists are participating in the program. 

He also reported that in the second 
year of operation an 87 per cent increase 
in the number of claims was noted and 
that as of July 31st a total of 3,052 claims 
were paid. In spite of the gfeat increase 
in the number of claims, the increase in 
cost only rose 33 per cent. The average 
service claim in the second year dropped 
to $39.80 as compared with the first year’s 
average of $55.99. He also indicated that 
in the second year the number of maxi- 
mum payment claims payable under the 
maximum provisions of the program (i.e. 
$300) dropped to 21, compared with 32 
the previous year. 

The original plan called for a three- 
year pilot program and it has one more 
year to run. The Dentists’ Supply Com- 
pany pays the premiums covering the ap- 
proximately 2,300 employees and mem- 
bers of their families. From the two years’ 
experience and the results obtained it 
would appear that the plan is feasible 
and should achieve national acceptance.
